To the (hriftian Reader. 
ta hell after death; they counted thatbut‘a fable:) I

contrarie had often pafled to the people as currant, I 
was defired bythe famie perfons againe to flaic , till 
that time of bufinefle were ouer paft,that heat of con- 
tradition fomewhatalaied,, and refpite giuen that it 


’ might betraflatéd into Latin; which alfois:now ‘per- 


formed,aswel as publithedin Englifh. Towhofe coti- 
fell yeelded, referring thetime wholy totheiriiudge- 
ments, notwjthitanding I were by many araduced in 
many places as ateacher of ftrange and falfedoCtrine.

fed,ifthetime woulde haue fuffered. The manner of | 
handling this queftion , I alwaies wifhedmight bee 
temperate and{ober, as beft became chriftian profef- 
fours and teachers; leaft by catching aduantages be- 
fides the caufe, wee increafed quarrels, and {o much 
regarded our credits that weeneglected the truth. I 
haue therfore inthe Treatife it felte touched no mans ~ 
name,oppugned no mans wordes, traduced no mans 
iudgement; but admitting and retaining as much as 
Ithought might ftande with the truth, J hane pared 
off certaine extremities, and reie<ted certaine addi- ( 
tions, which the firft inuentors did refraine; for that 
Chrift fuffered the death of the foule, orallthefame / 
tormentes, whichthe damned do and fhall, are pofi- ‘ 
tions lately coined, and derived from the proportion 
of Gods iufticeas they callit,butasI thinke from pre- / — 
fumption of mans reafon intruding into Gods fecrets. # 
The do@rine which I defend, that we are {ufficientlie 
redeemed by the death and bloud of Chrift Iefus, 
(without adding of hell paines to bee fuffered in the 
foule of Chrift) hath the conftant, full, and expreffe / 
warrant of the Scriptures , andtheiike approbation’ y 
from al the fathers without exception. And therefore 
howfoeuerfome men may defpife all ancient writers, 
and fruftratethe {criptures with their figures ; alfober 
andwife chriftians will, I doubt not,beware how they
